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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For THE YEAR ENDING MARCH IsT, 1802. 


The Board of Education of the town of Richmond to the cit- 
izens of said town present greetings and submit the ae 
report for their consideration : 

“ After the Battles the Rewards” was a well-chosen motto of 
one of New England’s model schools, whose influence is second 
to none in sending forth its highly qualified pupils to assume 
responsible positions, alike useful and honorable. “ Battles” 
and “Rewards” are in the plural, which conveys the idea of 
many battles in the great system of education, a possible vic- 
tory and sure reward to every one who earnestly engages in 
the contest. This principle applying alike to school officers, 
teachers and pupils, it has been the great aim of the Committee 
to have their past year’s work accrue the greatest possible good 
to those whose interests demand their service. The scholar, 
the parent and the public are the great sharers in the rewards 
of our schools; and this means that each has a part to act in 
the great work which our school system demands. Let one of 
these parties fail in their duty and it makes it exceedingly hard 
for some one else. The reward of the scholar after he has 
mastered the difficulties of his task in gaining his education is 
something better, nobler and far more to be desired than a toy, 
_a‘book or a picture, which is sometimes offered as an inspira- 
tion to diligence in school; a practice which, if pursued at all, 
should be with caution. 

It is sometimes the case that Birie influences intrude upon 
the well-being of the school, and, as a result, the interest is di- 
vided, the influence is for-evil, and the term closes as a relief 
rather than a regret. It has been the aim of the Committee to 
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procure the services of well-qualified and worthy teachers ; and 
if in any instance their aims and expectations have not been 
fully met, it has been followed by extra efforts to guard the 
well-being of the school and repair the loss. Strict attention 
was given at the closing of the fall term to ascertain the rate of 
each scholar’s advancement, and we are pleased to announce 
that a good degree of advancement has been made in all the 
schools through the year. 


We have had seven schools in town this year, the same num-_ 
ber as last year. Each school has had twenty-two weeks’ 
schooling, a spring term of ten weeks and a fall term of twelve 
weeks. Owing to some removals from No. 3, that school has 
been ‘discontinued for the year, and No. 4 was re-opened in 
the spring with a sufficient number of scholars to sustain an in- 
teresting and profitable school for the year. 


STATISTICAL. 


Whole number of different pupils who have attended school 
two weeks or more, 91; a decrease of to from last year. One 
of Burton W. Goodnow’s children has been schooled in Troy.

13 has had a new floor. No. 5 needs a thorough repairing in- 
side to make it comfortable and convenient for a school, but 
we have been unable to do it for want of means. No. 2 very 
much needs painting. A few incidental repairs are also needed 
at some of the other school houses. | 
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SCHOOL ROOM FURNITURE. 


We have on hand 1g new seats and desks, of the most ap- 
proved pattern, that were left over from the repair of No. 6 
some five years ago—nearly enough to reseat No. 5. We pro- 
pose using them for that purpose. We have added to the fa- 
cilities of the school room by furnishing each school with a new 
chart embracing the various branches of study, well illustrated 
from the best and most approved designs, and the whole 
brought down to the present time. We have been pleased with 
the advance the pupils have made in the use of these charts.
